We must show much improvement 
next year, and to achieve it the 
board must exercise a rather super- 
ior brand of wisdom in formulat- 
ing its policies. I am pleased that 
the position of board president will 
place me in a most advantageous 
spot to expedite the construction of 
our local high school and to par- 
ticipate in its staffing, as well as to 
assist in the construction of the San 
Carlos-Belmont plant and in the 
solution of other district problems. 


engineering and education . . . played their part in keeping 
Menlo Park free of highway accidents during the hazardous 
three-day Independence Day holiday. Not even a property 
damage mishap, let alone an injury or fatal accident. Such 
a record is truly remarkable for a city that straddles portions 
of two of the most heavily traveled highways in the state .. . 
El Camino Real and Bayshore. 

Credit goes both to the motoring public, which certainly 
exercised unusual care, and to enforcement éfforts by Menlo 
Park police, who were out in force. 

The RFCORDER last week brought to official attention the 
fact that residents of the westerly portion of Middle avenue 
are fearful that death or serious injury may result on that 
street unless speed is reduced. Fast driving, these persons 
complain, is notably prevalent in the morning and late after- 
noon when drivers are going to and from work. 

Their argument is that the street is not signed for a maxi- 
mum speed, thus encouraging motorists to go “all out’’ along 
Middle. A combinaticn of placing signs where possible and 
some selective enforcement can provide the answer. However, 
a street may not be signed for 25 miles an hour, normally a 
safe speed in residential area, unless there are at least 13 
homes within a quarter mile of where the sign is placed. 

Only a part of Middle avenue .. . from El Camino Real to 
a point at about Yale... now can qualify, according to Police 
Chief George Potter, who said he will ask that this portion be 
declared a 25-mile-an-hour zone and so signed. 

As for the rest of the street, motorists would do well to re- 
member that any speed can bring about an arrest if it is not 
reasonable and prudent under existing conditions. That is 
where some selective enforcement will help. As a matter of 
fact, a driver can be charged with speeding if he’s doing a mere 
20 miles an hour on a street signed for 25 if his speed is not 
safe for existing conditions. 


THE NEW SEQUOIA BOARD 


Probably the best news recently to come out of the troubled 
situation in the Sequoia high school board of trustees is the 
election of Charles P. Burgess, mayor of Menlo Park, as presi- 
dent of the board for the next year. It marked a unanimity on 
the reorganized beard on choice of a leader and avoided a split 
at the very outset on an important matter.

Burgess took no side in the trustees’ election and became 
president with the full support of his four fellow members. 
Bowen made the nomination and Hosmer seconded it. 

Apart from this unanimity, there are Burgess’ qualifica- 
tions for president of the board. As Menlo Park mayor, he is 
presiding officer of the city council, and has demonstrated 
leadership and an ability to keep things pretty well on an even 
keel. Bowen pointed that out in making the nomination. 

As Sequoia board president, he cannot show favoritism to 
any area, but he can work to expedite the projected Menlo 
Park area high school on the recently-obtained Donohoe site 
at Middlefield road and Ringwood avenue, and help see that 
nothing disturbs the priority held by that school. 

In the last meeting of the old board, the night before re- 
organization, its final act was to renew the contract of Thor 
Krogh, Sequoia principal, over the objections of Bowen and 
Cole who had sought to continue the matter for action by the 
new board. They frankly stated they opposed Krogh’s reap- 
pointment, took the position they should have a voice in selec- 
tion of a principal with whom they must work. 

Without going into the matter of Krogh’s qualifications or 
any lack of them, we feel the two new trustees were right in 
making their point. Recalling the bitterness of the campaign 
before the May election, the bcard’s action in the reappoint- 
ment has the appearance of giving W. W. Hilton and Morton 
S. Brewer, the retiring trustees, a last chance to slap Eask at the 
two men who defeated them decisively at the polls. 

One thing more regarding the board: One of Bowen's first 
acts was to request that all board meetings, regardless of 
whether they are regular business sessions, be open to the 
public. As a former newspaperman, he knows only too well 
the dangers of closed meetings.

Vets Reminded 
On Expiration 
Of Insurance 


Veterans who took out national 
service life insurance when they 
entered military service and have 
continued their original policy in 
force without any change are re- 
minded by Floyd D. Granger, vet- 
erans service officer, that they will 
soon have to make a decision on the 
subject. 

The original NSLI term policies 
were issued for a period of five 
years, later automatically extended 
to eight years. Thus, a policy is- 
sued in 1941 will expire on the cor- 
responding date this year, Granger 
explained. 

These term policies can be re- 
newed for an additional period of 
five years, he continued, but only 
if the veteran himself takes the 
necessary action. Otherwise, the 
policy expires. New insurance can 
be taken out, but a physical ex- 
amination will be necessary. 

If renewal of the original policy 
jis desired, the veteran must make 
application for it before the eight- 
year expiration date, according to 
Granger. No physical examination 
will then be required. The prem- 
ium rate will be higher, since it will 
be based on the veteran’s present 
age. Also, there is no grace period 
for the first premium on the new 
policy. It must be submitted, along 
with the renewal application, be- 
fore the old policy expires. 

Veterans interested in this or any 
other aspect of national service life 
insurance can get further informa- 
tion at the veterans service office 
in the courthouse, Redwood City.
